Eighty years of the good life lived by May 
Goodrell in Des Moines were multiplied many 
fold in the happiness and kindness which 
through her living were passed on to the lives 
of hundreds of us who felt her influence in the 
community. 

On the occasion of the celebration of her 
eightieth birthday last spring the trophy, a 
beautifully shaped vase presented by the school, 
told by its engraved legend these facts of her 
connection with East High: Presented May 3, 
1939, from East High School to May Goodrell 
Esteemed and Beloved Student— 1 877 ; Teacher 
— 1885-1891; Vice-Principal 1892-1900; Prin- 
cipal 1901-1918; President of Alumni Associa- 
tion 1918-1939. 

East High proudly recorded this long and 
unusual record of service and leadership, but 
beyond this warm human contacts spoke of a 
closer and deeper connection with our school 
and its students and faculty, past and present. 
After she departed this life on September 17, 
the celebration on May 3 seemed her farewell. 

It would be difficult now to add to the 
words of appreciation spoken at her funeral 
and at the memorial assembly held at East 
High. Since it was the expressed wish of many 
that these words be preserved, each speaker 
has submitted upon request a copy as complete 
as was possible, and these will be placed in 
the East High archives. There are here in- 
corporated parts from the talks given by Dr. 
D. W. Morehouse, Eskil C. Carlson, Vincent 
Starzinger, Grace Gabriel, and Doris Lyman. 

"Miss Goodrell was born in Des Moines 
at the northwest corner of East Ninth and 
Grand Avenue on Tuesday, May 3, 1859. She 
was educated in the public schools of East Des 
Moines and graduated from East High in 1877. 

"She entered the State University of Iowa, 
but was unable to complete her course on ac- 
count of illness. Returning to Des Moines, 
she regained her health and took up teaching. 
She was assistant principal of East High from 
1891 to 1901 and principal from 1901 to 1918. 
While at East High, she was awarded a Mas- 
ter's degree by the State University. After 
giving up her position as principal of East High 
in 1918, she continued to serve the school dis- 



trict as attendance officer for many years, and 
to serve East High as head of the Alumni As- 
sociation, until her death September 17, 1939. 

"The name of Miss May Goodrell is sy- 
nonymous with the name of the great American 
teacher. Probaby nobody in the midwest has 
had the tremendous influence on American 
youth during more than a half century than 
Miss Goodrell has enjoyed. She had the nat- 
ural elements of a teacher— she never posed, 
she never assumed an attitude of superior in- 
tellectual attainment, of knowing it all, because 
in her heart of hearts she appreciated the limits 
of her own knowledge and the unknown infin- 
ity beyond. 

"She had a happy life because she lived 
her life happily. To her life was worth living. 
She had respect for the day's task. She was 
no advocate of the easy way of either student 
or teacher. The work was worth doing and 
must be done in the best way. 

"All of us can and do in the eyes and 
ears of fond recollection see and hear our friend 
devotedly reading. 

'And now remaineth Faith, Hope, 

Love, these three, and the greatest of 

these is Love'. 

"She walked in the path set out by the 
Master who taught the religion of Love. She 
found the footsteps of 'Him Whose sacred 
tread hallowed the soil of the Holy Land'. 

"These were the things that made her 
speak those phrases known to us all: 

'East High expects its pupils always 

to do their duty', 

The East High spirit never gives up', 
'All East High pupils and alumni must 
be good sports', 

'Life expects much of you, and you 
may do as you please as long as you 
please to do right'." 

"I believe that Miss Goodrell was the per- 
sonification of the East High spirit. And it 
is our privilege to keep that spirit growing in 
all its loyal, friendly, enthusiastic comradeship. 
It will live on and grow stronger through the 
lives and deeds of the students of East High 
as we go forth and together 'For the Service 
of Humanity ."

Now 
I can appreciate all the years of effort, of hard- 
ship, and of joy too, that Miss Goodrell put 
into this school; and the spirit that she left be- 
hind her will be spread through the world by 
the graduates whom those high ideals have and 
will influence. 

"Onward we will do or die. 
For Dear East High." 

Tomorrow is commencement. If only it 
were another three years distant. How far 
away are the plans of the 10-B's and the trou- 
bles of eleventh grade. 

Now I am important, not for my own 
accomplishments, but for the part I played in 
carrying on a great and good tradition. 

Yes, I'd like to "do or die" for those high 
ideals. They will always be an inspiration to 
me. I know too, that no matter where I may 
go, I will always find friendship and a warm 
reception as long as East High and the memory 
of Miss Goodrell exists. 

The bell rings and everywhere is the com- 
motion of students hurrying to leave school. 
The senior departs too, but he will take part of 
East High with him; and he will leave a good 
part of himself behind although he travels on to 
a more exciting and troublesome world than 
he has known before.

Every girl who attends East High School 
is eligible for participation in girls' athletics. 
The Girls' Athletic Association is organized un- 
der the leadership of Miss Helen Spencer, the 
girls' physical education director, and a corps of 
offiicers elected by the members of the organi- 
zation. 

The organization carries on a variety of 
sports throughout the seasons of the school 
year: tennis, golf, baseball, swimming, volley 
ball, shuffleboard. aerial darts, and the like. 
Student leaders are selected who take care of the 
various games and contests by acting as officials 
and instructors. 

Girls may earn numerals and monograms 
similar to those which the boys receive, but in 
a slightly different manner. Girls must take 
part in several different sports before they can 
receive a monogram or a numeral; boys need 
take part in only one. Some of the sports in 
which a girl may earn points toward a mono- 



gram are baseball, hiking, swimming, ice and 
roller skating, archery, tennis, bicycling, and 
the various after-school sports sponsored by the 
G. A. A. 

In order to receive a numeral a girl must 
have earned a total of at least three hundred 
points. When a girl has earned five hundred 
points she receives a single ring monogram, one 
thousand points a two ring monogram, etc. 

The girls participate in only two com- 
petitive inter-school sports, golf and tennis. The 
teams are organized under the sponsorship of 
Miss Spencer and Mr. Hosetter. and are always 
open to girls who have a little more skill than 
than those on the teams. Girls are urged to 
rake part in the various sports, both in and out 
of school for many quite obvious reasons. The 
participation aids greatly in the development of 
grace and a greater physical fitness as well as 
developing skills in the various sports.
